Participants who have completed the course will have a maximum of 30
days to complete the initial skills evaluation and a maximum of 30 days
after their skills competency reassessment is due to renew their certificate.
After a period of 30 days, the participant will be required to repeat the
two-hour course. No additional credit hours will be given if the course is

repeated within the 5-year period per DHS rules.

The participant is responsible for scheduling their reassessment evaluation
and must provide a copy of the completion certificates for both the two-hour

course and initial skills competency evaluation.

The skills evaluation must be performed by a Registered Nurse (RN). If the
RN is not a Child Care Nurse Consultant (CCNC), they must work with a

CCNC in their county or region to obtain the paperwork, skills competency

kit, and approval.
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
